WHO WOUNDS HER 


OPPOSE FREE RAW MATERIALS RAPID RISE IN POLITICS. TRAIN SERVICE INTERRUPTED. 


Washington, July 22.—President Taft 
has brought about a tangible situation 
with regard to the tariff where uncer* 
tainty existed before. 

To-day was one of conferences and 
concluded with a consultation at *.ho 
White House to-night participated in 
by the President, Senator Aldrich and 
Representative Payne, at which the 
Chief Executive was assured that a 
harmonious settlement of the differ¬ 
ences existing between the two 
branches of Congress Is practicable. 

This conclusion was reached from the 
fact that harmony pervaded the various 
conferences held at the Capitol to-day. 
The Senators opposed to the “free raw 
material" programme were consulted 
by Senator Aldrich and a committee 
representing the same position on the 
House side held a conference with 
Chairman Payne. In addition, the 
House conferees met this afternoon to 
have the experts of the Senate Finance 
Committee explain the Senate changes 
in the cotton schedule.

Early Report Expected. 


Pari*. July 22 —Aristide Brland. bril¬ 
liant scholar, orator and avowed So¬ 
cialist and architect of the final chap¬ 
ters of the separation law. was sum¬ 
moned to the Elysee palace to-night 
and asked to reconstruct the Cleinen- 
ceau Cabinet. M. Brland promised his 
answer to-morrow, stating during the 
course of an interview that unless he 
could unite the Republican groups,-he 
would go no further. 

President FaiUeres. upon the advice 
of the Parliamentary leaders whom he 
was constitutionally obliged to consult. 
Intended to make the first offer of the 
premiership to Leon Bourgeois, former 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, but lire 
delay in M. Bourgeois’ arrival In Paris 
and doubt regarding his acceptance of 
the post induced the President to save 
time by offering the premiership direct 
to M. Brland, who already Is consult¬ 
ing his colleagues with a view to the 
reconstruction of the Cabinet.

Ministers To Be Retained. 


Chicago, July 22 —Suffering from a 
bullet wound Inflicted. It ts said, by her 
owu daughter. Mrs. Gertrude A. Hink- 
ley. a wealthy widow, tried for hours 
to-day to persuade :ho police that the 
shooting was. accidental. 

The shooting occurred yesterday, but 
the police fear *d of it only to-day. 
They are seeking Mrs. Hlnkiey's daugh¬ 
ter. Mrs. Marie Mayfield, w hu.ro hus¬ 
band is said to be in Mexico in the 
mining business. 

According to the story finally told by 
Mrs. Hinkley. *h© is interested to the 
extent of 23,500 in a Mexican mining 
project, having invested on the advice 
of her duughter. Her refusal to pur¬ 
chase 13.500 additional stock in the en 
terpriae is said to have led to the 
shouting. The bullet entered Mr*. 
Hmkley’s neck, and probably will h-.* 
fatal. 

Mrs. Marie Mayfield was arrested to¬ 
night and charged formally with at¬ 
tempting to kill her mother. Mrs. Hink- 
ley, according to the police, later said: 

“Some time 1 saw my daughter 
13.500 to Invest in the silver mines at 
Maplmi, Mexico, in which her husband 
Is Interested. At that lime I thought it 
was a good investment and did not 
hesitate. Wednesday morning my 
daughter came here to my home and 
asked me to call at her rooms early In 
the afternoon. I went over there. She 
asked me to place 12,500 more In the 
mine. I said 1 did not think It & good 
thing, and refused to do so. 

••It was then the awful thing oc 
curred. By her side 1 had noticed a 
small grip. Without warning she loaned 
over to one side and placed her hand 
on tho grip. I heard something click. 
My blood ran cold, for I knew It was a 
pistol which she was cocking. I rose 
from my chair and started to pass 
through the door Into the hall. I heard 
her say: 

“ ’There are five In here and If you 
don’t give me the money you shall havo 
them all.* 

“It was terrible. I could not move. I 
waited a moment and she fired. The 
ball entered rny neck. 1 waited, fearing 
she would fire again. Instead, she came 
to me. 1 did not fall. She led me back 
Into the room. Then she showed me a 
piece of note paper. # 

“1 read It. My daughter then came to 
me and taking my hands asked mo to 
sign the paper. Tho pen and Ink were 
there ready. I did nAt know what to 
do. The paper was a statement that 
the shooting was accidental; that I had 
dropped the pistol and that It had ex¬ 
ploded. I did not sign It. Sometimes 
I wish I had done so. then this terrible 
thing would have never become 
known." _ 

NEW RELIGION

House Insurgents Meet. 

The “tariff Insurgents** In the House 
who are opposed to free raw. materials 
met again to-day and adopted resolu¬ 
tions protesting against the plan. They 
designated Representatives Gaines 
(W. Va ). Mondell (Wyo.) and Kennedy 
(Ohio) as a committee to confer with 
Representative Payne. The latter did 
not offer the 'Insurgents" much en¬ 
couragement. He explained that he 
w as chairman of the committee which 
reported the tariff bill, and that he was 
appointed as a conferee to have the 
House provision* adopted in preference 
to the Senate provisions. 

Representative Dwight, of New York, 
the Republican “whip" of the House, 
conferred with Senator Aldrich late this 
afternoon and Informed him that the 
anti-free raw material sentimerK In the 
House was a matter which required se¬ 
rious consideration. He said that its 
strength had grown to forty-five mem¬ 
bers.

May Effect Compromis*. 


The advocates of dutiable hide* In 
both houses declare that a compromise 
is possible, but that they cannot con- 
alder the placing of these articles on 
the free list.

First Reports Exaggerated. 


GREAT INSURANCE 
CONCERN SHAPING 


This, It is expected, will be effected 
by the shitting of some of the portfo¬ 
lios and the retention of all the Minis¬ 
ters except MM. Plcquart, Pickard and 
Milles-LaCroix, resp^tlvely Ministers 
of War, Navy and Colonies. The pro¬ 
gramme of the retiring government will 
be Adopted, but probably will be ex¬ 
tended to Include the passage at the 
October session of the bill relating to 
electoral reform, which provides for 
voting by departments, with propor¬ 
tional representation, instead of the 
present choice of deputies by arrondls- 
sements or small districts.

Failure I* Predicted. 


Sixty Radical Socialist*, headed by 
Deputy Dubief, have voted not to sup¬ 
port any but a Cabinet headed by a 
Radical or a Radical Socialist. Conse¬ 
quently, predictions are freely made to¬ 
night that M. Brland will fail In his ef¬ 
forts to form a Ministry which can 
command a majority. On the other 
hand. M. Jaures. lender of the Social¬ 
ists In the Chamber, and his followers 
come forward with an offer of support. 

Should M. Brland succeed In forming 
a Cabinet, os his friends believe he will, 
the tendencies of the new Ministry will 
be distinctly more socialistic than those 
of the outgoing Cabinet. M. Brland is 
opposed to the dissolution of tha revo¬ 
lutionary General Federation of Labor, 
which M. Clemenceau favored. M. 
Barthoo. Minister of Public Works, and 
M. Vlvoanl, Minister of Labor, have 
championed socialistic doctrines. The 
retention of M. PIchon. the Foreign 
Minister. In any Cabinet formed would 
be a source of general satisfaction. 

A Brland Cabinet would be exceed¬ 
ingly distasteful to the moneyed classes, 
who at least knew that Clemenceau 
was not afraid to resist those of revo¬ 
lutionary tendencies.

The loss will total thousands of 
dollars, and In some districts reports 
state that the *torra was worse than 
the disaster of 1900, which devastated 
Galveston. 

Eagle Lake seems to have suffered 
on a parity with Bay City, but very 
few houses escaping the fury of the 
storm. The same situation Is reported 
from Llasde, Nowatta and East Ber¬ 
nard. though there were no fatalities. 

At Gliddcn a roundhouse Is entirely 
demolished and the well derrick 1 h 
scattered over the town.

"He U quoted as saying If the power 
to tiX Income* is given the Govern¬ 
ment. we will tn 3 the State* tax-q not 
out of their txUtenoe. but out of their 
vitality.’ 

“In my Judgment, every State in the 
Union will ratify the ftimndment at Its 
first opportunity,” continued Mr. 
Brown "The present agii itlon all over

State Board ol Health Gives 
Out Her Report 


Greatly Surprised At Shock¬ 
ing Tenements. 


Almshouse Boor Objects Oi 
Peculiar Neglect. 


SOME REFORMS SUGGESTED.

The Kentucky State Board of Health 
yesterday gave out the advance proof# 
of Caroline Bartlett Crane’# report on 
the work she did on her trip through 
Kentucky la*t #prlng. In addition to 
the report mode public yesterday, there 
are special reports on different cities in 
the State. 

The report made public yesterday 
deals with fchoois, jails, tenements, 
almshouses and the , eleemosynary In¬ 
stitutions among other things. She Is 
aghast at the fact that the insane asy¬ 
lum at Lakeland has ortly four physi¬ 
cians for nearly 1.500 patients, and or 
the four only three are available to 
treat the patients. She liuds fault with 
the Jails and almshouses and suggest# 
needed reforms. 

A part of Mrs. Crane’s report is as

On School Sanitation. 


Architects who planned most of the 
schoolhouses seen in Kentucky seem to 
have little conception of the Importance 
of fresh air. Fresh iu r is more vital to 
tbs child than the whole curriculum. In 
very* few schuolhousc* is there any other 
provision than the opening of windows 
And yet Kentucky has upon its statute 
books the best and most elaborate law 
lor school sanitation of any State in the 
Union; the only law. In fact, which pre¬ 
scribe* accurately the amount or cubic 
feet of air per child per hour, and tne 
proportion of window *»paco (for light) 
to the floor area. Hut these law* are not 
. enforced* tLighting a» well a# ventilation 
. Is often very bad ) SUam or hot water 
hosting hit# taken the place of many of 
• the old Jacketed stoves, which did ventl. 
; Into the room In a measure. Now. the 
same air Is heated end breathed over 
ar.d over. 1 recommend to the educa¬ 
tional committee of the State Federation 
of Women’s Clubs a thorough study of 
the Interesting principles of school sank 
I at Ion. preparatory to a thorough study 
of the school#. And pray do not forget 
Ui*. basements, which evidently the chil¬ 
dren's mothers have not taken pains to 
tee! In some of your best buildings 1 
have found conditions of filth absolutely 
oLrgmcefhl; In some of the poorest and 
meanest there has been scrupulous earn. 
♦-••The lack of sewer connections to schools 
creates a special problem. The State 
Board of Health can give information as 
tojho best substitutes for water closets. 
In many schools, however, are to be 
found antiquated types of range water 
closets which are flushed at rate Inter¬ 
vals. These should be condemned. 

. To return to the subject of ventilation: 
Fine wire gauze screens cun be placed in 
j. windows to prevent draughts on children, 
thin flannel serves the same purpose Or 
4 the sash may be raised and the opening 
closed with a board, permitting air to 
enter between the sashes. CalesthenJc ex- 
ervlaes can be had once an hour, during 
which time the air cm be 9£f*fUF 
changed: but this should be in addition 
to all the continuous ventilation possible. 
And do not suffer the air to be polluted 
from wet and dirty basements and foul 
closets. School architecture, ventilation, 
heating and lighting ®hould 
supervision of the State Board of Health, 
put it Is to be remembered that no 'sys¬ 
tem" works Itself for long, and that janl- 
. tors are human. Why should Janitors 
can; more than mothers 1 • 

The use of the individual drinking cup 
, Is ram In your school* Still rarer, the 
sanitary fountains, which, of course, are 
not to oe recommended except where the 
.• city water supply Is pure, where in¬ 
dividual cups are used, there Is ihe wora 
of seeing that they are kept clean. Ami 
there Is need to look to the matter of 
^ pro drills, which vqu will find neglected 
m many of your schools. 

lift us remember alwavs that the aim 
of schools should be to teach how to 
live. If we can tench clennUn^se and 
. propriety, and the uses of fresh air we 
• Shall do something worth while. Let u* 
-i, not teach them In the physiology lesson, 
and give the lie to them In the basement. 

There has been s wonderful awakening 
along educational lines In Kentucky _ You

The greatest surprise whlbh I hav» met 
In Kentucky ha# been the shocking tene¬ 
ments and hovels In which I have found 
human beings, white a# well a# black, in 
three or four cities, Louisville, Lexing¬ 
ton and Frankfort (See reports on these 
cities.) boolifftlis seem? to be already 
alive to the situation, and the city gov¬ 
ernment has appointed & tenement-house 
commission, composed bf men snd 
women* and financed from the city treas¬ 
ury Conditions here are Indeed deplor¬ 
able, but are partly to be accounted for 
by the rapid growth of the city, and the 
fart that many old residence* have had 
shallow business house# built In front of 
them, abutting off air and light In Lex¬ 
ington. however, the root of the evil 
seems to lie In the creation of prtvat,* or 
‘•unaccepted" streets, laid out by prop 
erty-owner# without »*«wer connection or 
water supply, and lmfd with cheap and 
miserable structures, had in the begin¬ 
ning. and becoming absolutely unfit for 
habitation by neglect and accumulation 
of filth. These streets, being unaccepted 
by the city, received practically no re¬ 
pairs or cleaning Th'y are city streets 
however, to all Intent* and purpose* I 
am Informed that Lexington le no longe 
to permit the op* ning and building utwn 
streets which have not s w rs ar.d wa ©r 
supply. Jt Is to be hoped that that charm- 
Ing and progressive city, which hn« set 
an example to all Kentucky In Its purified 
water supply, will «peedllv find a way to 
wipe out tl>e reproach of Its slum*, 
ft l# in your beautiful csnltnl c'tv h 
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eber. that 1 have been pained to find the 
worst human habitations I have s. en In 
Kentucky. It Li a city In which Us cltl- 
sens justly take much pride, uud a city 
which, in a peculiar sense, belongs to 
you all Frankfort and the State of 
Kentucky cannot affoisl to have any of 
Its people living tn such stums as line 
North Wilkinson street. and mek»* a nat¬ 
ural habitat for misery and vice uf every 
description. It is my belief that the 
newly-formed Cvlc L ague of Frankfort, 
working in co-operation with the city 
health authorities and the Associated 
Charities, will speedily remove this re¬ 
proach'from » city which has reason to 
be proud of having lileved more diffi¬ 
cult thing# than this In the past. 

Closely allied to housing conditions !• 
the subject of parks and open spaces. 
Kentucky cities show gr. st variation ta 
this matter, from Henderson with almost 
an acre to each hundred population, to 
Paducah with scarcely an nc/e for ail Ur 
people. Louisville need# only to add to 
its extraordinarily beautiful park system 
a few more breathing places In the most 
congested districts, und a few more su¬ 
pervised playgrounds for both Us white 
and colored children, to be almost ideal 
In this matter. The women of Kentucky 
cities, to whom must be given the credit 
for much of the park extension and play¬ 
ground work which 1* going on. can 
scarcely do a better service than to urge 
the purchase of dc«i>«bl* plots before 
the Increased land vu!u<*% make them al¬ 
most prohibitive.

On Almshouses. 


The almshouse poor are almost every¬ 
where "the forgotten people." It pains 
me to say that in most of the counties 
In Kentucky, originally designed to se¬ 
cure a humane classification of these peo¬ 
ple. ha# resulted in their being object# 
of peculiar neglect. They are. for the 
most part, housed In building!, at a con¬ 
siderable distance from the keeper’s fam¬ 
ily. and with a few exceptions, we found 
the#© feeble, wretched old people have 
been left almost totally to thrtr own re¬ 
sources, amid surrounding# of discom¬ 
fort, filth and pitiable neglect. The con¬ 
tract plan, by which the keeper Is paid 
"so much a head" (as more than one 
keeper lias expressed It to me). Is an In¬ 
vitation to give a# little food and care as 
may be to the inmotca. If this invita¬ 
tion is not uivariably accepted, it is not 
the fault of the general public, which 
seems absolutely oblivious to the fate of 
these hc|ple#» people when once they 
have passed "over the hills to the poor- 
house." A resident trained nurse, wltn 
s system of call bells reaching every 
"cottagemedical attendance by a com¬ 
petent physician once every day; Bun- 
day religious services; some separate 
provision other than the common crowd¬ 
ed room for people who are about to 
die, and burial service# for the dead, are 
thing# sadly hvedvd and lacking in your 
almshouses, and heeded the more because 
these people dwell tn Isolated building* 
rather than under the same roof with the 
keeper’# family. A trained nurse could 
organize the more able-bodied of the In¬ 
mates, who could help her In nursing, 
and who could be required to keep the 
quartern of the*slek clean. A trained 
nurse could prevent the ravages of tuber¬ 
culosis, which goes on Us wav unheeded, 
and largely unrecognised. In these plao«*s 
of misery. If a committee from the 
Women’s Club would but visit their own 
almshouse, flrst taking pains to learn 
what arc correct and reasonable stand¬ 
ards. they could not rest until they had 
done something better In Kentucky for 
these most forlorn and helpless of sill 
people. Is It right that sick rapists and 
murderer# shall have In your peniten¬ 
tiary hospital# such care and nursing as 
you never dream of giving these "for¬ 
gotten people" of yours, whose only 
crime Is that they are old and helpless 
and poor?

On State Jails. 


About half of the Jails visited are of 
the medieval typo of architecture, built 
before the day of steel cages, when thick 
•tone walls with narrow window silts 
must be relied upon to prevent the escape 
of prisoners. These Jails, even when well 
kept, as some of them are, are unlit 
places In which to house Jnirnan beings 
for any prolonged period. When, too, the 
darkneas and gloom Is added unllcUnees 
And filth, these places become hotbed# of 
disease and contagion. There are some 
good Jails In Kentucky, notably the one 
at Louisville, which has been pronounced 
by experts one of the best tn the country. 
(This Jail I did not visit, however .y The 
general indictment nf Kentucky Jails, is, 
•ad to say. an Indictment which .holds 
agaimt moat Jails everywhere, that they 
ore hotbeds of contagion, and schools of 
crime; that the prisoners spend their days 
tn Idleness; that there la scarcely any 
• las* Ideation of prisoners, even those 
awaiting trial being mixed with those 
servlug sentence, and young lads being 
subjected to association with adult crim¬ 
inals. Children aged « to 10 years have 
bean for days or week# housed In your 
jails in intimate association with adult 
prisoners. Murderers under sentence of 
death were found In the county Jail at 
Paducah in association with the other 
prisoners. Women In this jail are waited 
upou by men prisoners, who unlock their 
doors and carry their nival* to them, 
unattended by the jailer In person, i 
found no matron at any Jail visited by 
me. though I am informed that tl» Jail 
at Louisville has a matron who has done 
extraordinarily good service. The women 
of this country should unite to protect 
womanhood from such a situation as this. 
No matter who or what the woman may 
be, #he cannot be Improved by such treat¬ 
ment. and in your Jails 1 have found pro- 
sumably m«*le#t women from the moun¬ 
tain districts serving sentences under the 
Federal Court for moon shining" which 
w n<*t a crime of depravity. There is 
small hope tffat these women committed 
to the charge of men—sometimes men 
prisone r s and associating with prosit- 
tutss. will return to their home as good 
as they left It And why. indeed, should 
we lose this chance with any man or 
woman, to make them better? 

And cannot the women of Kentucky ex¬ 
tend the aegis of the Juvenile Court law 
to protect the children everywhere from 
the destroying influences of the Jails? 
iS«*e the rtory of the young girl In Jail at 
Bowling Green.)

Women Breaking Bock. 

I have found the city workhouses of 
Kentucky generally, fairly good, except 
for the lack of matrons to oversea the 
women. In Louisville, a female prisoner 
bears this responsibility. Frankfurt has 
the beet snd the best-conducted work- 
house I have seen tn Kentucky. At Lex¬ 
ington a most outrageous condition was 
found. The men and women prisoners 
occupy cells directly opposite, and in full 
sight of each other, the water closets In 
each cell being In full view. It is In¬ 
credible that such a condition of things 
should be allowed to exist. I trust thst 
Already the authorities have taken step# 
to abolish this outrage. This is the only 
workhouse I have found where women 
pounded stone In the work yard alongside 
of men.

And among local health officers I have 
found many able and devoted men who 
receive salaries ridiculously Inadequate 
Cannot the Women’s Clubs, which have 
long been working for the mont system 
tn public office help to take all h-ttlLh 
matters, at least, forever out of po!!t cs 
and confide them to the care of mrdJcal 
» unite the city and county health 
Internets under one conscientious and efll 
dent medical man. and to have that man 
paid a sum which will enable him to give 
his entire time and energy to rUWtr 
health matter*? No other cause j* better 
worth working for Even from a rammer 
rial standpoint. the saving of the actual 
und potential money value of human lives 
would repsy us a hundred fold. 

And now only the briefest word about 
the three State institutions visited The 
School for the Feeble minded I# not a 
school In any worthy sm»e; li would bet¬ 
ter be called a custodial home Th«* 
schoolroom has but one window, and tha* 
directly in the faces of all the children. 
The teacher, whom I believe to he • truest 
and conscientious, has no training for this 
pr-cullar work of teaching defective chil¬ 
dren; has no equipment to help her. and 1# 
paid 130 per month. The "kindergrfrfen" 
has no klndergurtner, no "occupation." no 
"gifts.’* nor anything that goes to make a 
kindergarten Thr*-e children w>re there 
who «lt wan #tat«*d to m* by a member 
of the Board of Control), are normal eh |- 
dren. They were m>ni there because there 
was no other place in Kentucky provide I 
for them There are no (Ire escape upon 
the main building. These children conn-.t 
be* trained in fire drills, and therefore are 
In peculiar peril.

Four Doctors For 1.406. 

The asylum for the Insane at l#»k*Und 
inis four physicians for 1,40(1 patients, but 
the medical superintendent stated that his 
wl*oie Line Wh# given necessarily to ad¬ 
ministrative work. This leaves three 
physicians, whose combined salaries are 
$2,050. to take care of these people. There 
a»e no medical record# worthy nf the 
name not because the physician# do not 
loallze the necessity, but because they 
have no time for auch thtng* There Is 
no time for pathological r bacteriolog^d 
work for autopsies. The "hospital ’ in 
the top storv has no elevator, no system 
of ventilation. Is crowded beyond endur¬ 
ance. and there la no training school for 
the attendants to make nurses out or 
them. Thl# feature, however, is to be 
found In very few asylums. No attempt 
Is made at classification of the colored 
I Atlanta (so crowded are theur quarters»♦ 
and the women** bathroom lias the 
range*' type of closet. Some of the 
plumbing at"the hospital Is without traps. 
Son.e of the "fire escapes’’ are simply 
outside wooden stairs There are some 
largo and airy wards, but much crowded, 
and a fine amusement hail, used about 
twice n week In the evening; hut a woe¬ 
ful lack of everyday sitilne-rouin# und 
smoking-rooms. The water supply U both 
inadequate and In danger or pollution 
The sewage empties Into the Ohio River 
(after Udr.fr treated In aseptic twnkl-Just 
above Louisville’s Intake. There is no 
segregation of tuberculosis In this Institu¬ 
tion. (There t«, in the Slate prison.) The 
asylum authorities realise the lock of 
them* things I have mentioned. They 
have made progrcee, especially In the 
matter of doing away with physical re¬ 
straint. notwithstanding all thc-lr handl- 
caps What Is needed is: to take this 
and all other State institutions, forever 
out of politics; to put some export med¬ 
ical men upon your Boards of Control ot 
such Institutions, and to pay the cost of 
a mifllclwnt number of trained alienists 
who can be allowed to bring the treat¬ 
ment of the Insane up to modern stand¬ 
ards We must do our duty by our help¬ 
less and defective ami delinquent citizen*: 
else we will be under the ever-increasing 
necessity of building more Jails, more 
almshouses, more prison# snd more asy¬ 
lums to house the paupers, criminal# and 
madmen that we moke. ^

SYSTEM OF APPOINTING 
PROFESSORS. 


ONLY FOR YEAR’S TENURE. 


Up to late yesterday the board of 
regents of the University of Louisville 
had not offered any reply to the sensa¬ 
tional letter sent them Wednesday Aft¬ 
ernoon by attorneys representing a 
number of prominent local physician# 
who wen.* deposed a» members of the 
faculty of the university last week, de¬ 
manding that their clients be rein¬ 
stated. Attorney David W. Baird, one 
of the counsel employed by the doctors, 
admitted yesterday that he had had a 
conference with David W. Fairleigh, 
principally against whom the physi¬ 
cians directed their attack, thb day the 
letter was sent, but declined to give 
out the detail*. • 

The only development in the contro¬ 
versy yesterday came in the form of 
information from a reliable source to 
the effect that the men In control of 
the university have arranged matters 
#0 that the chairs of some of the old 
physicians and professors who were re 
tained by the board when the whole¬ 
sale dismissal look place last week are 
insecure. It Is <#ald by men who arc 
supposed to know that several m^n 
who have been with the medical col¬ 
leges of Louisville for many years were 
notified that the board will vote on the 
question of retaining them at the end 
of each year for a term of one year. 

This statement came a# a greut surv 
prise, for the old and experienced phy¬ 
sicians were regarded as fixtures as 
long as the university continued to ex- 
isL It w as pointed out that thsir place# 
were supposed to last for all time, but 
this custom was quickly abolished, it 
Is said, when the legion of doctors were 
cast adnft last week. This practically 
reverses the old policy of the University 
of Louisville and provides for opportu¬ 
nity to dismiss any physician or profes¬ 
sor whenever it is deeded wise or nec¬ 
essary. 

Thomas L. Jefferson, a member of 
the board of regents, declined to discus# 
the tangle last night. Hoi said that nr, 
such change had been effected In the 
policy of the university so far as he 
knew, and that he wa# content to let 
the matter rest where It now standi. 
He consented to say. however, that 
the board of regents was not through 
with its work when the men were dis¬ 
missed last week. He explained that 
It was the intention hof the board to 
take steps In the right direction with 
regard to the deposed physicians when 
the premature explosion of their public 
statements startled the community. 

Other members of the board were 
equally reticent when asked to shed 
same light an the probable outcome of 
the muddle. They all refused to say 
what they Intend do when the tlmv 
comes, whenever that Is. to take the 
matter up for settlement. On the other 
hand, however, the wrathy doctors who 
were dircharged still declare that they 
will not relent until Justice has been 
done them.

By tha selection of assistant veteri¬ 
narians in every part of Kentucky, ex¬ 
cept in two districts which have yet to 
send in nominations, Dr. J. N. McCor¬ 
mack. secretary of the State Board of 
Health, and Dr. F. T. Eiaenman. to¬ 
gether with Dr. B. W. Smock, Jefferson 
county’s HeaJth Officer, struck another 
blow In the Interest of puro milk. The 
tuberculin with which the herds are to 
be inoculated wa# due to arrive Ikst 
night, and Dr». Elsenman and Smock 
ur» busy now preparing Instructions 
under which the assistant veterinarians 
will act. 

Dr. McCormack left last night for 
Chicago after pointer#. In Illinois Dr. 
W. A. Evans. Chicago’s Health Com¬ 
missioner. has led the fight aguinst tu¬ 
berculosis in cattle and in the milk sup¬ 
ply. He has had the co-operation not 
only of tho State Board of Hoaith and 
the other city authorities, but that of 
the dairymen as well. Dr. McCormack 
wants to find how It was done so that 
more and speedier prog reus may be 
made In waging the fight in Kentucky. 
He will return in a day or so and will 
hold another conference with the local 
authorities and the method of proce¬ 
dure, which will be followed likely will 
be improved. 

Of the assistant veterinarians who 
will work undor the supervision uf Dr. 
Elsenman, under whose inspebllon or 
that of his delegated agent* only will 
this tests be recognised, five are in Jef¬ 
ferson county and the remainder in the 
other cities and counties of the State. 
Bowling Green already is proceeding 
with the work and tests are being made 
there nearly every day. 

Those Inspectors named out In the 
State, with the exception of the Lex¬ 
ington and Henderson districts, are as 
follows: 

For Paducah District—Dr Farley. 

For Covington-Newport District—Dr. 
W E A. Wyman. 

For Sheibyvllle District—Dr. M. A. 
Purdy. 

For Bowling Green District—Dr. J. A. 
Wallace and Dr J. L. Topmlller. 

For Owensboro District—Dr. J. M 
Hendricks. 

These veterinarians, as has been 
stated, will work under the State Vet¬ 
erinarian and on the authority of com¬ 
mission# from the State Board of 
Health They soon will receive in¬ 
structions from Dr. Eisenman as to 
how to proceed, and from him, too, will 
obtain the supply of tuberculin with 
which to make the nec asaiy testa 
From time to time they will be required 
to make reports to him as to their 
progress, and Dr. Eisenman will make 
tours of inspection about the State to 
see how the work is being done. The 
tuberculin all wilt come from the De 
partment of Agriculture at Wash.qg- 
ton, the Bureau of Animal Industry 
supplying free of charge a standardU-d 
form of tuberculin which l* generally 
used. 

The pure mlik movement is not local 
by any means Dr. McCormack’* Inter¬ 
est in the local situation la only in¬ 
cidental to the big undertaking the 
State Board 1# behind. One thing tha; 
the proclamation of July 2 will d«> will 
be to keep all Infected an! tubercular 
c4ktUe out of the Stale. For year#. It 
Is said. Kentucky has been made the 
dumping-ground for all kinds of dis¬ 
eased cattle. Now. no more of such 
cattle will come Into the State. The 
board will not establish pickets, but In 
times past the railroads have given the 
board the co-operation they are expect¬ 
ed to give now. This will be accom¬ 
plished through the railroads requiting 
the shippers to exhibit the authorities 
certificates that the cattle ahlppe*! have 
been subjected to and have withstood 
the tuberculin test.

Mrs. Crane On Milk Inspection. 


The report of Caroline Bartlett Crano. 
who came to Kentucky last spring to 
study the sanitary conditions In behalf 
of the State Board of Hcilth and the 
Federated Women’s Clubs, was given 
out yesterday. Mr# Crane boll-ves that 
tuberculosis In cattle Is a constant 
menace, and says It Is e\en more Im¬ 
portant to have pure milk than clean 
meat. She say* a public sentiment 
should be aroused In fa\*>r of munlciptt 1 
legislation requiring tho testing of 
dairy* cattle. Dr. T. "Mum" Bnker, 
Louisville's Health Officer say* that 
most experts believe that bovine tutv’r- 
culoets cannot be trunrmltted Mrs. 
Crane’s experience apparently teaches 
her to the contrary. So do tho find¬ 
ings of the Royal British Commission 
and the United States Agricultural De¬ 
partment’s experts.

Is a great credit to that 
city and to the Jefferson County Medical 
Socletv which Inaugurated It. The ex¬ 
periment station at Lexington Is relied 
upon by the limited number which It con 
supnlv. Paducah, whose very efficient 
health officer and milk •Inspector nre 
bringing their milk up to the standard. Is 
hoping to produce certified milk. There 
Is need, however, uf more attention to 
this vital matter of pure milk everywhere? 
The regulations In Kentucky are excel¬ 
lent If they but required the testing of 
all dairy cows for tuberculosis they would 
he. 1 believe, the best In America.

ENGLAND'S GREAT WARSHIPS 
ASSEMBLED IN THAMES. 


Fighting Craft To Mobilise 
Cowoa, Where It Will Be Re¬ 
ceived By King Edward. 


At 


London, July 22.—Tho summer of 
1909 will be remembered as a season of 
naval pageantry. LaujI month the great¬ 
est Assemblage of war craft In the his¬ 
tory of the British navy took place off 
Portsmouth. This week tho .^ime ships 
entered the Thames and the public was 
able to sec the largest fleet that ever 
anchored so near to Londdn. On Sat¬ 
urday the ships will gather at Ports¬ 
mouth where on July SI they will be 
reviewed by the King and on the fol¬ 
lowing Monday the Emperor of Russia 
will have an opportunity to see them 
when his yacht comes to Cowes for the 
meeting with the King. 

This mobilization of fighting craft 
will add unusual Interest to the season 
at Cow’es. The Royal review will he 
exceptionally brilliant. The ships will 
anchor In six line# along the’water# of 
the Solent from East Cowes to Stokes 
Bay. Tho six lines down which the 
Hoyal flotilla and tha escorting vessels 
will pass will be arranged as follows; 

Home fleet, line A. flrst battleship 
squadron and the flrst cruiser squadron. 

Lino B, second battleship squadron 
and second cruiser tuju&dron. 

Atlantic fleet, lino C, fourth and fifth 
chuliter squadrons. 

Line D. second destroyer flotilla with 
attendant cruisers. 

Line K. Or#t destroyer flotilla with 
attendant cruisers. 

Line F. submarines with their at¬ 
tendant vessel*. 

Tho three admirals who will bo In 
command aro Sir William May, Sir A. 
BT Mlino and Prince Lou!# of Batter- 
burg. Beside the royal personages and

GYPSIES SHOW FIGHT 

WHEN BEING DEPORTED. 


Immigration Officers At New York 
Engage In Pitched Battle With 
Motley Crew. 


New York, July 22,—A pitched battle 
wa# fought In Brooklyn to-day between 
immigration Inspectors and a band of 
twenty-four gypsies who were being 
deported to South America. The trou¬ 
ble had its origin in the refusal of the 
gypsies to board the steamer Verdi, 
which wa# to take them to Buenos 
Ayres. In the heat of the melee sev¬ 
eral children of the band were In¬ 
jured by reason of their parents using 
them as shields. In several Instance# 
the parents pushed the bodies of chil¬ 
dren agAlnst the Inspectors, who were 
trying to drive them from a tug to the 
steamer. One little girl wa« uncon¬ 
scious when the vessel sailed with the 
gypsies. 

The gypsies believed they were to be 
returned to Russia, tholr home, and 
when they realized that they must go 
back to South America, which country 
they had Just left, their rage knew no 
bounds. The women fought with more 
fury than the men. One ragged dame 
used an Iron camp kettle whenever she 
got within reach of a hostile head 
When the Verdi sailed her unwilling 
passengers were hurled astern, nurs¬ 
ing their wounds.

The Coroner learned to-day that tho 
five-year-old son was the Innocent 
cause of the dual tragedy. He had 
purchased an Ice cream cone and pre¬ 
sented It to his mother who was seated 
on the lawn of their home In I^tonia. 
This so incensed the drink-crazed fa¬ 
ther that he pulled out a revolver, 
walked to where his wife was seated 
and shot her In the head. Then he shot 
himself. The slayer’s father, Harri¬ 
son Tully. wus former County Clerk of 
Grant county. 

Tully shot and killed his wife in their 
home, in Latonia, a suburb of Coving¬ 
ton. Inst night. He then turned the 
weapon upon himself. Inflicting fatal 
Injuries.

Downward Revision.

In the bill as it left the Senate he 
says the reductions in th© steel sched¬ 
ule generally are not sufficient, but tho 
schedules might be accepted, but for 
the increase on structural Iron and 
steel.

Iron ore is a very oe- 
Mruble thing, but xvnen the welfare of 
the consumer .» taken into account it 
would be vastly better If a fair rat* 
can be ©ecurad on but o.?e of th se 
Items, to allow the duty on iron ore 
to go at 25 etui is per ton. and cut the 
duty on structural stwl to $r. or $c pe 1 
t*m. where it properly hel<mg> .<nd 
where it would still furnish otnplt’t© 
protection for home producer*, meas¬ 
ured by the Republican standard. 

“In the paper schedule, thi Hou^e 
rate of $2 per t**n on print paper, with¬ 
out the possibility of lnoirasing It by 


a countervailing duty and free wood 
pulp, also protected against a counter¬ 
vailing duty, rhouldJ>e rigidly innlsied 
upon.

SECRETARY MACVEAGH TALKS. 


Washington, July 22.—Tho possibility 
of depreciation of outstanding securi¬ 
ties of the Government In ©a*© tha 
treasury throws on th© market any 
portion of the Panama Canal bonds, 
th© Issuance of which is to b© author¬ 
ized to the extent of the total ejrtt- 
mstsd com of completion of the canal, 
was the subject of conferences In New 
York yesterday between United States 
Treasurer Charles H. Treat and finan¬ 
ciers there. 

Som© fear has been ©xpresaed in 
Wall street that If the proposed bonds, 
which are to bear Interest not exceed¬ 
ing 3 per cent., are to be permitted to 
be used as a basis for banknote cir¬ 
culation it would make almost limit¬ 
less the currency that might be taken 
out. Three bank presidents were among 
those with wnom Th ©usurer Tt©cu 
miked In New York and each gave his 
views along that line. Mr. Treat, who 
returned from New York to-day, re¬ 
fused to discuss his trip. 

Treasury officials take the position 
that there is no likelihood of depre¬ 
ciation of outstanding bonds even If 
any considerable portion of the pro¬ 
posed can&l bond authorization Is tak¬ 
en advantage of. The bond market 
conditions at such s time would afford 
a basis for working out th© details of 
the lnstie to beM meet the situation. 
Every safeguard possible under the ex¬ 
isting laws would be thoroughly con¬ 
sidered and action .to meet any such 
contingency a* a resulting deprecia¬ 
tion would have to be taken by Con¬ 
gress. 

Secretary MacVeagh recently an¬ 
nounced that the bond resource© of th© 
treasury are ample and that even If 
Congress makes the proposed authori¬ 
zation no bonds under it would be is¬ 
sued until required. 

■ Most of the $25,033,900 which th© 
Government deposited tn the national 
hanks to aid them In a time of mone¬ 
tary stringency ha* been returned to 
the treasury Secretary MacVeagh 
called In this whole amount, puvabi© 
within two periods, $19,396,900 July 15 
and $5,638,000 July 31. To-day th© 
treasury received $201,000 on this ac¬ 
count, making a total of $19,880,900 so 
far. 


CLOUDBURST AT DULUTH 

CAUSES HEAVY DAMAGE. 


Three Lives Lost During Storm- 
Twenty Or More Houses Are 
Washed Away. 


Henry Hoar, of Indiana, Though Not 
a Soldier, Was a Pen¬ 
sioner. 


Salem, Ind.. July 22.—H©nry Hoar. 65 
years old, a re tired farmer of Washing¬ 
ton county, died at his son’s residence, 
three miles »«»uth at Salem. Wednesday 
from the effects of a wound he received 
on July 10, 1S63. while Morgnn. with 
5.000 armed men. Invaded Southern In¬ 
diana. , , . . 

Mr. Hoar was inAklng Ills escape 
from Salem on horseback, and before 
he had traveled half a mil© was shot 
through the body with a rifie. H© fell 
from hi* horse and was thought to be 
dead for several hours. He w'iu* taken 
to his home and nursed to recovery. 
However, he never regained his former 
strength and vigor und he had been an 
Invalid from the time he was shot un¬ 
til his death. 

Jason Brown, of Seymour, white rep¬ 
resenting this district In Congress, ob¬ 
tained the pftMBft of a bill granting 
Mr. Hoar a pension of $50 a month. It 
Is said that he wna the only man on 
the United States pension rolls who 
was never a soldier or in any way con¬ 
nected with any military organ¬ 
isation. Notwithstanding hts enfeebled 
condition he waa successful m a farmer 
and acquired considerable property. 


Duluth. Minn., July 22.—Following 
th© terrific rains of Tucaday, last 
night’s cloudburst caused a scene of 
devastation In Duluth to-day. Th© loss. 
It l* said, will reach $1,600,000. 

Three lives were lost during th© 
storm. Two children wore -wept from 
their mother*’ side* at Ninth avenue. 
East, on© body being lost in a sewer 
ni the bottom of the hill. Another 
child was lost In Keene creek at West 
Duluth The entire hillside became 
practically one great waterfall. Twen¬ 
ty or more houm** were washed away 
along small creaks In the city suburb©. 

Several narrow escapes are reported 
from drowning on Superior street, th© 
main thoroughfare of Duluth. Fifty 
society people wore maroonod at th© 
Duluth Boat Club. The rain continued 
unabated all night, vivid lightning ac¬ 
companying the storm. The weather at 
noon to-dny hud cleared.

In the first 
place, she had declared that national 
honor was at stake and that, however 
reluctantly, the reserved her right to 
draw the sword, aho might have de¬ 
served approval, but this new plea Is 
Inadmissible. She cannot even submit 
that geographical authorities are with 
hot, for she has gone behind their 
authority; and she Is besides confronted 
by the uncomfortable fact that, at the 
Pan-American Congress, she was In fa¬ 
vor of making arbitration compulsory. 

The growing Intimacy between the 
South American republics and the 
United States renders it by no means 
Improbable that our intervention will 
be souehfby all the parties in Interest; 
In the meantime, however, matters bear 
an ugly aspect. Bolivia's circular to 
her representatives abroad reads like 
a deliberate provocation directed at Ar¬ 
gentina, and the suspension of diplo¬ 
matic Intercourse with Lapax Is not to 
be described as a friendly act. 

It Is not easy to see how Bolivia can 
expect to emerge from an appeaJ to 
arms with advantage; to the outsider 
she appears to be risking her share of 
the award in a fit of futile peevishness.

If It Were Yellow Fever! 

The county authorities are going to 
do what the city authorities should do 
—take the necessary steps to guard 
against tubercular milk for the city. 

The Fiscal Court Is manifesting a 
most praiseworthy spirit. It doesn‘t 
propose to fail to do what It can do to 
give Louisville pure milk merely be¬ 
cause the city administration refuses 
to exorcise Its powers to that end. 

The attitude of the administration 
In this matter, as •represented by the 
Health Officer, is most remarkable. It 
not only refuses to take the only ef¬ 
fective precaution against tubercular 
milk, but It refuses to contribute any¬ 
thing to enable the State authorities 
to take such a precaution. 

Tuberculosis, which is propagated by 
milk from tubercular cows, is one of 
the most prevalent and doadly of dis¬ 
eases. It is incomparably more fatal 
than yellow fever, yet If Louisville 
wore threatened by only a case or two 
of yellow fever, the city authorities 
would leave nothing undone to Aght 
the plague, resorting to the most radi¬ 
cal means to keep It out the town. 

The dairy Interest, however, has con¬ 
siderable power at the polls and the 
Mayor t*f Louisville being engaged in 
the effort to succeed himself In spite 
pf the Constitution, has need of all 
the votes In sight, and seems deter¬ 
mined to avoid fuitogonlzing the doin' 
Influence If he can do that at tho cost 
of more or loss tuberculosis infection of 
the milk consumers, why not? Arc 
not os many things fair In politics os 
In love and war? 


The Triangle. 

The perils of arbitration a re rarely 
considered. And that arbitration should 
Imply a threat of war to tho Pow»*r 
acting as arbitrator Is surely an un¬ 
precedented condition. 

For many years the ownership of the 
triangle, at present in the possession of 
Bolivia and bordered by Peru and Bra¬ 
sil, bos been a burning question; fr-*nj 
time to time matters of greater ur¬ 
gency hove postponed its considera¬ 
tion. but. as a possible bone of conten¬ 
tion, it has been ever present. Finally 
the Argentine Republic was Invited to 
decide the dispute, and tho delicate of 
Ace devolving on the President has been 
settled after the manner of Solomon, 
by giving to Peru the upper half of 
the territory In dispute, while the lower 
half remained with Bolivia. Peru ac 
quiesces; as o matter of fact she U re¬ 
ceiving more than she had a right to 
expect In view of Argentina's notorious 
friendship for Bolivia, but the 
latter country, protesting that 
occupation has nationalized the 
territory. refuses to accept the 
award. Her honor Is at stake, so runs 
the plea, and she contemplates vindi¬ 
cating It by incurring the reproach of 
Ignoring her pledge to abide by the ar¬ 
bitration of her best friend, who now 
becomes Involved In a quarrel and Is 
threatened with war because she per¬ 
formed, to the best of her ability, a 
friendly uffics. 

It la to bs noted that we have hen* 
a condition without precedent in the 
modern history of South America; a 
territory periodically, and for the most 
part, harmlessly shaken by revolutions, 
but for thirty years past Innocent of 
wars between neighbors. And, Indeed, j 
it !■ something more than doubtful 
whether Bolivia’s bad temper would not 
promptly blow ovur If It were not that 
negotiations have been completed with 
Brasil looking to th« transfer of the; 
triangle in dispute for ton million dol¬ 
lars, a transaction which. If the award 
wore accepted, would put half the pro¬ 
ceeds In tho pockets of Peru. If Bo¬ 
livia has any regard at all for the ver¬ 
dict of the world, she can hardly af-

It was former Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw' who was so 
fond of insisting that the only states¬ 
manlike method of financing Panama 
Canal outlays was by bond Issues, and 
that to dole out funds from hand to 
mo 4 th, grudgingly and ungraciously, 
was not only unbusinesslike, but might 
easily obstruct the progress of the cost 
units, in one direction or another, bo¬ 
lides hampering the efficiency of the 
personnel on the Isthmus. 

He Is by way of being vindicated, 
while, contemporaneously, the Ameri¬ 
can people receive a much-needed les¬ 
son In the elasticity of canal estimates. 
We do not recall, and It does not mat¬ 
ter even remotely. Just how many and 
how varying have been the cartful and 
conscientious mental efforts In that 
direction; we have never been ready 
to accept any one of them as final, and 
do not know* why an exception should 
be made In favor of tho last. In the 
good old days of a punctilious businfss 
manner, when duplicates of corre¬ 
spondence, of invoices and so forth 
were mulled by different channels of 
communication for greater safety, it 
was the prevailing custom to place at 
the foot of all Important commercial 
memoranda t/ils cryptic sign, "E. and 
O. E.”—which, translated, meant, “Er¬ 
rors and Omissions Excepted." as who 
should serve notice that. In things 
mundane, finality and Infallibility do 
not exist. 

With a ready resignation which Is 
part pride and part a more than Ori 
ental fatalism, America Is nearing the 
half-way houso in Isthmian affairs; th 
bills will be O. K.'d and paid, and the 
question of the property. If one may so 
describe It, as a paying proposition left 
os a legacy for the future. But. never¬ 
theless and notwithstanding. It may be 
pointed out that, apart from the $40.- 
000,000 paid tho French company for 
Its franchises and its holdings and the 
$ 10 , 000,000 for the canal zone, the es¬ 
timated cost was not much more than 
$ 100 , 000 , 000 . It has by this time 
swollen more than threefold, the ag¬ 
gregate cost being placed at $307,000, 
000 , and the tariff bill Is to carry au¬ 
thority to bring the total bond Issue 
up to that figure. Thus, says an East¬ 
ern authority, "public attention Is 
rather forcibly directed to tho differ¬ 
ence between anticipation and realisa¬ 
tion." Somehow that word "realization 1 
seems painfully premature. 

Right here arise some questions of 
finance somewhat disconcerting to one's 
conception of the credit of i'ncle f-’.irn 
here are. It appears, still unUsusJ $47,- 
0^0.000 of the $130,000,000 canal bonds 
of tho earlier authorisation; these are 
of the familiar 2 per cent type, avail 
able for national bank circulation, and 
the demand for them Is dormant. The 
new bonds will be at the rate of 3 per 
cent, and If used for circulation will be 
taxed 1 per cent.. Just double the tax 
levied on the 2 s when used for the some 
purpose. But, In addition to the antici¬ 
pated difficulty of selling them at pat', 
there now arises a protest from bank¬ 
ers and others Interested la the 2 s, 
who complain that they were all along 
led to believe either that there would 
be no extraordinary issue at all. or that, 

If there went. It would be In every way 
similar to the old. 

Secretory MacVeagh. It would sp 
pear. Is confronted with the difficulty 
of converting a deficit Into a surplus 
he can accomplish this feat of dexterity 
by selling bonds and covering Into the 
Treasury the funds borrowed from It 
for canal purposes, transferring the 
debt from Paul to Peter, as It w'ere. 
Of course, he could readily got over th 
matted by Issuing short term notes, but 
that would be a plain confession that 
the new* administration Is living be 
yond Its Income, and might startle an 
electorate already disagreeably ruffled 
by tariff perfidies. Though frank. It 
might bo fatal, as former experience 
teaches. And. moreover, this tacking 
on to a tariff bill of a provision for 
an issue of bonds for the avowed pur 
pose of bolstering the Treasury balance! 
together with a corporation tax herald 
ed as a revenue producer, serves notice] 
to the blindest that the tariff bill Is not 
expected to bo effective by its own] 
framers. It announces In advance 
growing and on unwteldly deficit In] 
[day* of much vaunted and advertised 
(national prosperity. 

And the original project, entered into! 
as gayly, to quote the New York Times, 
as Louis Napoleon's adventure to Ber 
Un. was to have been financed by the 
excess of receipt* over disbursements, 
never in the first four years of the cen 
tury below an annual averago of $52 


000.000. Those were the days when 
"wo struggl'd with our surpluses as 
other nations struggle with their de¬ 
ficits." E. and O. E. is written largo 
over all our national expenditures; but 
we are "sobering up from the spree. 
The Katsenjammer Is awful, but really 
It Is not due to a surfeit of Panama In 
the casc of the nation. It Is due to ex¬ 
travagance that has emptied the Treas¬ 
ury." 

Galveston Triumphant.» 

The sou wall built by Galveston nlno 
yean* ago Is now time-tried and storm- 
tested. Tho news that an assault was 
being made upon It by a tornado and 
tidal wave aw*<oko sympathy through¬ 
out the United Statos. Tho later news 
that the position of the city proved 
Impregnable Ls the occasion of con¬ 
gratulations to Galveston. It Is alio 
cause for felicitation throughout Amer¬ 
ica. but especially In tho West. 10 
hlch aalveeton, as a rapidly-growing 
seaport city. Is a necessity. 

The Galveston flood was costly In 
loss of life and property, but It served 
to show the Indomitable spirit of a 
community that recognized the strat¬ 
egic value of the geographical position 
of the city and proposed to remain 
upon (ho ground* and share th.* profits 
of development tvest of the Mississippi. 
The building of a sea wall and the re¬ 
building of Galveston constitute an epic 
In American annals. It is within the 
range of s>o 68 lblllty. or even probabil¬ 
ity, that there will be as great, or per- 
haps greeter, storms upon the Gulf. 
If Galveston’s experience during the re¬ 
cent bn© demonstrated that there was 
need of any heightening or strengthen¬ 
ing of tho "ramparts." wc may rest as¬ 
sured that the neceraary additions to 
the fortifications will bo made. While 
it Is unfortunate that lives were lost 
at Tarpon Pier, It Is satisfying to know 
that there Is no likelihood of & second 
Galveston flood, with its accompany¬ 
ing horrors _

MAY BE PUT OUT OF BUSINESS 
IN GEORGIA. 


Prohibition Bill Introduced Puts Ban 
On Drinks With Even Trace 
of Alcohol. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 22.—Determined to 
make Georgia so dry that even fruit 
syrups in which there Is a trace of al¬ 
cohol will be contraband In this State. 
Representative Hooper Alexander, of 
DcKalb county. Introduced a real pro¬ 
hibition measure In the House to-day. 
It not only forbids the manufacture and 
sal© of near beer, now sold, but It ex 
pressly provides that all beverages con¬ 
taining even a trace of alcohol shall 
not be sold In the Btate. 

As a result, the soft drink people are 
alarmed, a* uil fruit syrups show a very 
small percentage of ulcohol. If th© bill 
passes it Is feared that even the drug 
©tor© soda fountain will b© pul out of 
business 

The measure Is alined mainly at what 
Is termed the near bevr" dealers. 
When the prohibition law wo© poosed 
two years ago it put under the ban 
only "intoxicating liquors" 

The courts held that a liquor waa not 
Intoxicating unless It contained more 
than 4 per cent, of alcohol. Nearly all 
the domestic beers, It was discovered, 
contained less Hence, they have been 
jold freely ail over the 8 tat« and a li¬ 
cence of $250 a year assessed.

The Mil does not fix the penalty, merely 
providing that those convicted of its

The professor is an active memN r 
of the Academy of Sciences, and has 
been elected chafrman of the zoological 
section of that body, recently organized 
for the purpose of conducting still fur¬ 
ther exoaVations under Its auspices.

What is the geological setting of this 
asphalt lAke?

Annapolis, Md., July 22—Remark¬ 
able variance in testimony before the 
court of Inquiry which la Investigating 
tiie circumstances surrounding the 
death of Lieut. James N. Sutton at the 
Naval Aradomy two years ago was 
shown at to-day’s hearing in regard to 
the location of the bullet wound which 
caused the young Oregonian's death. 
It appear* that It would hare been 
a difficult matter for Sutton to have 
shot hlmsoU. lying prone on the ground 
with three men on top of him. If the 
bullet entered the top of his skull, as 
Dr. George Plckrell, in charge of the 
Marine Hospital at that time, who ex¬ 
amined Sutton's body, testified it did. 

Col. Charles A. Doyen, ootnmandant 
of marine* at that time, testified that 
he examined Sutton’s body Immediately 
after the shooting, felt the wound in 
hie head and that it was located on 
the right side, a little behind and on 
a line with the top of the ear. 

Sergt. James Dehart, of the Marine 
Corps, the last witness, testified that 
some officer at the scene of the shoot¬ 
ing handed him a revolver with the 
curt command to "take thla" 

It was dark and he could not see 
who the officer wxa. Dehart soon aft¬ 
erward threw the revolver Into the 
bushes on his way to the barracks and 
on going out to look for it next morn¬ 
ing could not find It, he testified. 

Dehart la a bright-appearing young 
officer, hardly more than a boy, and he 
created considerable amusement In 
court by frankly admitting that he 
had been out with friends the night 
In question and was “slightly under 
the Influence of liquor." 

He said, however, he knew what was 
going on around him. 

When Mr. Davis pressed the ques¬ 
tions about bis mental condition that 
night MaJ. Leonard convulsed the 
court and the spectators by asking that 
Judicial notice be taken of the fact that 
Dehart was Intoxicated The young 
sergeant’s mind w*as quite hazy In re¬ 
gard to anything that was said or done 
that night, but he was positive that 
he was not one of the men sitting on 
Lieut Sutton and trying to hold him 
down.

Soon 
afterward Dehart heard the shots and 
ran back to the scene of the shooting. 
He could not remember recognising 
any officers then except Lieut. Utley, 
who ordered him to the barracks. 

*T did not go then," he said, ,# but 
stayed In the grass near by out of 
curiosity.” 

Mr. Darks had not finished his cross- 
examination of Dehart when at 4 
o'clock court adjourned for the day.

BUTS HANDSOME RESIDENCE ON 
CHEROKEE ROAD. 


Property Which Was Owned By Mra. 
Georgia D. Whayne Brings Close 
To $26,000. 


One of the finest residences and 
property holdings In the vicinity of 
Cherokee Park changed hands yester¬ 
day. when Joseph Burge secured the 
dwelling of Airs. Georgia D. \Vhs 5 *ne. 
The deal was negotiated by the Burton -

The Whayna residence is situated on 
Cherokee rood, near the entrance to 
the parkway.

According to the terms of the sale 
Mr. Burge will obtain possession of the 
property in thirty days, when he will 
occupy the house as his permanent 
residence. 

The Burton-Whayne Company, In 
co-operation with the Fidelity Trust 
Company, closed another good deal 
yesterday In the form of a long-term 
lease with the Franklin Printing Com¬ 
pany, a big Main-street house. A con¬ 
tract was entered Into between Wade 
Sheltman, the president of the com 
pony, whereby the property on the 
north side of Green street, near Fourth 
avenue. And now used os un automobile 
garage. Is leased to the printing con¬ 
cern for ten years. The monetary 
consideration involved was withheld.

No thought bud been given as to how 
the town was to get another treasurer 
except by a few and they were under 
the Impression the tow’n hoard would 
.name a successor to Tnylor The dis¬ 
covery was made, however, that under 
thi» towns and cities law It would be 
necejiwary for the town board to order a 
f-peehtl election to be conducted on the 
same lines ns an ordinary one. At first 
thought this appeared to ho all right, 
but a new* obstacle was confronted in 
the way of getting tome one to run for 
town treasurer. 

There will be a regular election in 
November and the treasurer who la 
named then will go Into office in Jan¬ 
uary No one felt inclined to bear the 
expenses of a campaign to secure an of¬ 
fice that he could hold for only slz 
months and every man approached 
shook his head and said he did not 
want the office. There is a bond of 
several thousand dollars to be given 
and as this would probhbly be from a 
surety company there would be con¬ 
siderable expense attached to this.

GIVEN BY LOCAL BAR ASSOCIA 
TION TO MOVEMENT. 


New Act Offered Legislature To 
Abolish Bond Recorder and Cut 
$2 Fee To 25 Cents. 


Unanimous approval was given by 
the Louisville Bar Association yester¬ 
day afternoon to the report of Its Ju¬ 
diciary and legal committee, which 
recommended the doing away with the 
office of the Bond Recorder and the 
passage of a new State law empower¬ 
ing the Police Court Clerks to record 
bonds, no fee to be In excess of 26 
c» nts The meeting was a special one. 
Judge Alex P. Humphrey presiding 
and John M. Scott, secretary, being 
present. Several members spoke in 
support of the report. Judge C. B. Sey¬ 
mour saying that while It was widely 
asserted that the law was unconstltu 
tlonal, there w*as no feasible way to 
got the matter to the attention of the] 
courts. 

The report of the committee con¬ 
tained a draft of a suggested act by 
which tho General Assembly may make 
the desired changes. It Is the plan 
first to secure, if possible, the Indors* 
ment of the General Council and the 
aid of the city authorities In urging 
the Legislature to pass the mea#ure 
and give the relief sought. The pro¬ 
posed arrangement is sought largely 
•>n the ground that the 12 fee now ex¬ 
acted is excessive and often prohibit¬ 
ory In the case of poor people. The 
suggested act provides for the repeal 
of the Bond Recorder act and by re¬ 
pealing and re-enacting the statutes 
which deal with the powers and duties 
of the Police Court Clerks, would en¬ 
able them to perform the duties of 
’the office It would be provided that 
the office be kept open both day and 
night. 


PROF. LINDSAY DIES OF 

ORGANIC HEART DISEASE. 


Member of University of Boston 
Faculty Succumbs At Home of 
His Daughter. 


Prof. Thomas B. Lindsay, a member 
of th* faculty of the University of 
Boston, died yesterday morning of or 
ganlc heart disease at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. C. W. Allen, at Glen¬ 
view'. this county. He had been visit¬ 
ing his daughter for about a month and 
was stricken two weeks ago. He 
seemed to be on the road to recovery, 
but a severe setback occdrred a week 
ago and his condition grew steadily 
worse. 

Prof. Lindsay was an accomplished 
linguist and stood high In educational 
circles. He had been connected with 
the University of Boston for twenty- 
five years, and at the time of his death 
was professor of Latin and Sanscrit at 
the institution.
